REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
The arguments are not persuasive in placing the application in condition for allowance. Applicant has argued on page 8 of the 
response that "...the cited reference is directed ftol two independent instructions that are referencing the same cache line not a 
first instruction and a second instruction dependent on the first instruction as specifically recited in independent claim 1". The 
Examiner would like to point out that the first claim does not specifically recite this, in that the claim recites "...associating the first 
instruction with the cache miss; associating the cache miss with a second instruction dependent on the first instruction". The 
Examiner has noted two interpretations of the claim language as noted in the Final Office Action. The Applicant is directed 
towards the latter half of paragraph [00031 for support for the first interpretation. As for the second interpretation, the Applicant 
has indicated that "...there is no evidence, implicit or explicitvlv in the Frederick referenfce that the two instructions are related in 
any way". The Examiner respectfully disagrees. The Examiner would like to point out that the the load instuctions are requesting 
different portions of the same line, in that each load is directed towards the same cache line but different portions of the same 
cache line. The second load instuction is dependent upon the results of the first load instruction and will be fulfilled based on the 
return of the data for the merged first/second load instruction. According to a broad and reasonable interpretation of the claimed 
subject matter, as previously detailed in the Final Office Action, the Examiner believes that the rejection of claim 1 ,as well as 
claims 3-11 and 13-18, are proper..
